Sir John Hewley had not ſiz Hundred Votes, many where- 
of wereno Free-Men, and challenged for undue Polling ; 
and of thoſe that had right of Eletion, a very few,not -above 
Two and Thirty were of that Conſideration as to be affeſſed 
towards the rehef of the Poor ; and the moſt part of the reſt 
were Apprentices, and Youths under Twenty years of Ape, 
and Soldiers, hired to take their Freedom twoor three days 
before the EleGtion, and to Vote for him, as is notoriouſly 
known, and will be proved.

Sir Heary Thompſon's Ele&ion, and the cauſe is appointed to 
be heard before the Committee of Priviledges the 18th. of
